(1) the fundamental distinction between any language and the ideals and 
principles held the nation using it; 

(2) the necessity understanding national enemies well national friends; 

(3) the importance, only matter national defence, maintaining the 
most complete contact with the results German intellectual activity; 

(4) the advantage making possible for future college students begin the 
study German the high schools; 

(5) the impressive example our allies—England and France—which for the 
preceding reasons, and spite sufferings incomparably greater than our own, 
have maintained their instruction German.
